which once again indicate that it was just, 
as well. The-soldiers had skilfully shut 
him out of the leadership of the Army, 
and it is evident between the lines of the 
Admiral’s comment that he himself would 
willingly have excluded the Kaiser from 
any leadership of the Fleet, which was 
the post he wanted for himself. The 
Kaiser was determined to:hold on to what 
degree of command was leit to him in the 
complicated system of control which ob- 
tained in the German Navy at:the out- 
break of the war. . : 

The various supreme authorities cited’ 
by Admira! von Tirpitz. reveal the mar. 
vel of disorganisafion at the, head of 
the German Navy, and there remains. the 
lingering suspicion that in great part 
this was the creation of Admiral von Tir- 


pitz himself. . If the supreme. contro! was i 


not in his own hands it was effectually 
revented from being in anybody else’s. 
When it came to disagreement with his 
Imperial master he had ready at hand 
the weapon’ of resignation. On the first | 
occasion. when he used it, and Admiral 
von Bachmann with him, the Kaiser de- 
clared that the whole thing was “a con- 
spiracy—a felony.”

presented at the Delegates’ Conference 
on Friday. . 
Already in South Wales, Blacnaron, 
Abertillery and, Garndiffaith, the miners 
have voted in favour of neceptance, and 
other districts are expected: to provide 
at Jeast a majority for this course, The 
Covernment proposals are ‘designed to 
secure a standard form of agreement in 
every coal-field. we 
Anything like exact equality is not the 
aim of the plan but it perpetuates com-, 
mon principles ‘and common factors for 
the calculation of district wage rates 
and virtually establishes au natiénal 
minimum, It, secures, the working, in dis- 
tricts of the machinery for the regulation 
of wages above that minimum in accord- 
ance with the state of. prosperity of, the 
industry. It allows of some elasticity 
in the fixing of profits and it-assurcs a 
continuance of subsistence allowance. It 
provides. for agreements of a duration’ 
of not less than three years. sete 
The standard agreement makes no re 
ferénéé" to ‘the Iénigth’ of working. day. 
Hours are to'be left to the determination 
inuthe districts. On the question of hours 
there can be no appeal to a tribunal and 
to this'the miners take exception, but if 
the working of longer hours adds to the 
prosperity of the industry they will have 
their full share of additional proceeds.

“The Eternal Spirit in the Bible ’’ was
